The 
rebcl_s commenced moving the entire body 
of prisoners as Sherman advanced towards 
that point and 200 or 300 made good their 
escape. The rebel' guards were mostly 
boys from 14 to 16 and 18 years- of age. 
and were illy able to! bear tho hardships 
of service or meet the shrewdness and 
skill of veterans. The seven who came in 
report that they were first taken to Wil- 
mington and as they were being removed 
thence to Salisbury, effected their escape 
on the 22d of February. They were aided 
m reaching our lines by Union men and 
negroes.

I believe that 
if many of North Carolina military are 
near our lines they would desert en mas- 
sie, and as for Lpngstreet, he is a long 
way off. The Union army is not such an 
object of hatred to the North Carolina 
soldiers in the rebel army as to Beanro- 
gardand Jeff.'Davis.
